INVESTIGATION: 

BID SGT. REYES RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL AT 7040 HOLLYWOOD BLVD IN 
FRONT OF THE HIGHLAND LIQUOR STORE. THE CALL WAS A COMPLAINT OF A 
BLACK, FEMALE IN FRONT OF THE LOCATION DRINKING ALCOHOL. 

REYES ARRIVED ACROSS THE STREET FROM THE LOCATION AND OBSERVED 
THE DEFENDANT SITTING ON THE SIDEWALK. THE DEFENDANT WAS DRINKING 
OUT OF AN OPEN CAN OF WHAT APPEARED TO BE A BUD LIGHT BEER. REYES 
MADE A U-TURN, STOPPED HIS VEHICLE AND THEN EXITED. REYES 
APPROACHED THE DEFENDANT AND GOT CLOSE ENOUGH TO CONFIRM 
THAT THE DEFENDANT WAS DRINKING OUT OF A “12 OUNCE CAN OF BUD 
LIGHT BEER.” 

REYES STOPPED AND REQUESTED ANOTHER UNIT TO HIS LOCATION PRIOR TO 
CONTACTING THE DEFENDANT. 

UPON THE ARRIVAL OF ANOTHER UNIT, BOY-2, BID OFFICERS TRUJILLO AND 
ANDERSON, OFFICERS APPROACHED THE DEFENDANT WHO WAS TILL SITTING 
ON THE SIDEWALK. 

REYES CONFISCATED A 12 OUNCE CAN OF BUD LIGHT BEER CAN AND 
NOTED IT WAS APPROXIMATELY 1/3 FULL. THE LABEL ON THE CAN READ 
4.2 ALC/VOL. 

REYES ADVISED THE DEFENDANT THAT IT WAS ILLEGAL TO CONSUME 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN PUBLIC. THE DEFENDANT THEN REPLIED, “WHAT’S 
THE BIG DEAL.” REYES ASKED THE DEFENDANT WHERE SHE HAD 
PURCHASED THE BEER AND THE DEFENDANT REPLIED UP THE STREET. 
SINCE THEY WERE STANDING IN FRONT OF HIGHLAND LIQUOR, REYES 
ASKED THE DEFENDANT IF SHE HAD PURCHASED THE BEER IN THIS 
LIQUOR STORE. THE DEFENDANT REPLIED, “NO, I BOUGHT IT UP THE 
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STREET.” 

DURING THE SUBSEQUENT CONVERSATION WITH THE DEFENDANT, REYES 
NOTED THERE WAS A DISTINCT ODOR OF ALCOHOL COMING FROM THE 
DEFENDANTS BREATH. 


ARREST: 

THE DEFENDANT WAS ADVISED THAT UNDER THE POWERS OF ARREST 
GRANTED UNDER 837 PC, SHE WAS BEING PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS 
ARREST FOR 41.27(C) LAMC; DRINKING IN PUBLIC. 

DEFENDANT WAS THEN HANDCUFFED AND DOUBLED LOCKED TO PREVENT 
INJURY. 

THE DEFENDANT WAS TRANSPORTED TO THE HOLLYWOOD POLICE STATION.
